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ATTAR  OF  ROSES. 
Gathering  in  the  rose  crop  in  south- 
east .Europe  is  now  in  progress,  and  in 
the  regions  where  roses  are  grown  as  a 
commercial  product  the  rose  harvest  is 
as  niuol,  0f  an  event  as  the  strawberry 
crop  in  some  parts  of  the  United  States 
It  is  estimated  that,  from  the  middle  of 
of  May  until  the  middle  of  July  over 
three-quarters  of  a  million  of  people 
mostly  women  and  girls,  are  employed 
in  gathering  the  roses. 

The  fair  lady  to  whom  the  essence  or 
attar  of  roses  is  only  a  delightful  per- 
fume, has  little  idea  of  the  labor  neces- 
sary to  produce  it,  of  its  importance 
to  the  country  where  it  is  made,  or  of 
the  races  of  people  who,  through  its 
production,  contribute  to  her  pleasure. 
It  is,  however,  but  one  illustration  of 
the  fact  that  no  part  of  the  world's  in- 
habitants is  independent  of  the  rest. 
Just  as  thousands  of  men  and  women 
in  Sumatra  and  Borneo,  in  Ceylon  and 
India,  find  the  means  of  subsistence 
from  the  taste  of  the  civilized  races  for 
pepper,  so  men  and  women  earn  bread 
in  Asia  and  Africa  because  in  France; 
England  and  America  fashionable  peo- 
ple have  a  taste  for  a  rich  perfume. 

As  a  commercial  product  the  rose  is 
grown  in  many  parts  of  the  world. 
Not  only  in  the  neighborhood  of  Paris, 
but  more  extensively  in  the  south  of 
France,  roses  are  cultivated  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  the  attar, 
and  over  30,000,000  pounds  of  rose 
:s   are    annually   collected     by    the 


and  tally  men  are  in  attendance  to 
weigh  the  bags,  which  are  placed  at 
the  end  of  the  rows,  and  when  weighed 
and  recorded  donkey  power  is  used  to 
convey  them  to  the  central  stations. 

The  factories  where  the  attar  of  roses 
is  made  are  primitive,  but  quite  suf- 
ficient for  all  practical  purposes.  They 
are  mere  sheds ;  sometimes  the  walls 
are  of  brick,  more  frequently  of  stone 
occasionally  of  plank.  On  one  side  stand 
the  retorts  in  rows,  copper  alembics 
about  three  feet  in  height,  with  a  brick 
furnace  underneath.  Kach  alembic  has 
a  capacity  of  no  litres,  a  litre  being 
about  a  standard  quart,  but  for  a 
charge  only  75  litres  of  water  are  used 
and  10  kilos  of  roses,  a  kilogram  being 
2.2  pounds,  or  about  75  quarts  of  water 
to  2  j  pounds  of  rose  leaves.  The  process 
of  distillation  is  carried  on  for  an  hour, 
when  the  flask  which  is  used  to  receive 
the  distilled  product  contains  10  litres 
of  oil  and  condensed  water;  it  is  re- 
moved, the  alembic  is  recharged,  and 
the  process  begun  anew,  while  the  flask 
with  the  product  is  set  aside  ;  the  attar 
of  rose,  or  oil,  which  floats  upon  the 
surface  is  subsequently  taken  off  by 
cooling  and  condensation. 

The  quality  of  the  product  as  propor- 
tioned to  the  amount  of  rose  leaves 
used,  varies  considerably.  Some  kinds 
of  roses  produce  the  attar  in  much 
greater  abundance  than  others,  the 
product  also  varying  in  different  coun- 
tries, ami  it  has  been  found  by  experi-

The  roses  are  known  to  botanists  as

In  three  years  the  plants 
are  in  full  bearing,  and  continue  at 
their  best  for  five  years  longer,  when 
the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  the 
product  begin  to  deteriorate,  the  plants 
are  mooted  up  and  others  set  out  in 
their  stead.  A  rose  grower  so  manages 
his  planting  that  fresh  supplies  of 
plants  are  continually  coming  on,  con- 
sequently no  portion  of  his  ground  goes 
to  waste-

The  romance  of 
the  rose  does  not  extend  to  the  attar. 
Much  hard  labor  is  necessary  to  collect 
the  fragrant  essence  from  the  fragrant 
leaf,  and  no  matter  from  what  point  of 
view  it  is  contemplated,  there  is  noth- 
ing romantic  about  work.

The  editorial,    which 
The  Otcanile  will  permit  us  to  transcribe, 
was  as  follows  : 


We  regret  to  advise  our  reader?;,  whose  name 
is  legion,  that  the  publication  of  the  Qrcanitt 
will  be  suspended  for  a  brief  interval.  This 
step  is  taken,  noton  account  of  a  breakdown  in 
our  press,  or  a  dearth  of  new*,  nr  failure  on 
the  part  of  our  subscribers  to  pay  their  sub- 
scriptions ;  it  is  simply  and  solely  a  measure 
of  reasonable  precaution.  Discretion  is  said 
to  be  tiie  better  part  of  valour— and  for  such 
bravery  we  have  established  a  long  and 
brilliant  reputation.

The  discussion  over  the  defective 
tramway  service  in  this  city  seems  to  us 
to  be  devoid  of  that  spirit  of  fairness 
which  ought  to  govern  the  decision  of 
every  question  relating  to  a  public  ser- 
vice.' There  can  be  no  disputing  the 
fact  that  the  tramway  service  has  be- 
come very  defective,  and  that  the  public 
is  being  very  badly  treated.  As  far  as 
our  personal  experience  goes,  we  _ find 
that  the  lines  are  not  well  maintained, 
the  tram-cars  are  insufficient  in  number 
and  are  dirty  and  in  bad  condition,  and 
the  sendee  is  irregular.  A  consider- 
able percentage  of  the  passengers  is 
unable  to  find  seats,  and  is  therefore 
obliged  to  ride  on  the  platforms  or 
hanging  on  at  the  sides.  And  as  for 
the  time  lost  in  waiting  for  a  seat,  it  is 
simply  incalculable.  All  this  is  cer- 
tainly reprehensible,  and  the  public  is 
entitled  to  complain.  If  the  streets  are 
to  be  occupied  by  a  private  company  for 
purposes  of  private  gain,  then  the  people 
have  a  perfect  right  to  exact  a  good 
sen-ice  for  the  franchise  given.  But 
there  is  another  side  to  the  dispute 
which  weought  not  ignore— the  right 
of  the  companies  to  a  fair  compensation 
for  the  service  rendered.  Now,  are 
they  receiving  a  fair  compensation  ? 
We  think  not.  The  fares  in  force  were 
fixed  many  years  ago  when  the  cur- 
rency was  at  nr  near  par.  To-day  this 
currency  is  worth  less  than  one-third  its 
par  value,  which  means  that  the  com- 
panies are  receiving  less  than  one  third 
the  income  they  counted  upon.  As 
their  rolling  stock,  machinery  and  hay 
is  imported  and  paid  for  with  gold,  it 
is  evident  that  they  are  working  at  a 
very  great  disadvantage.  Calculated  in 
gold,  they  are  carrying  passengers  at 
.111  unprecedented!}-  low  rate,  so  low  in 
fact  that  it  is  practically  impossible  for 
them  to  keep  their  lines  and  service  in 
good  order  and  pay  dividends.  We  .do 
not  believe  that  the  public  wants  these 
companies  to  perform  a  gratuitous  ser- 
vice ;  they  are  entitled  to  dividends, 
and  the  people  do  not  begrudge  them. 
In  view  of  this,  the  fair  settlement  of 
the  dispute  is  to  permit  an  increase  of 
fares,  and  then  to  insist  on  a  good 
service-.-

Councillor  Loureuco  de  Albuquer- 
que certainly  deserves  the  thanks  of 
the  over-burdened  tax-payers  for  hav- 
ing caused  to  be  published  in  a  journal 
of  this  city  a  .statement,  said  to  have 
been  prepared  by  a  competent  person, 
showing  how  the  personnel  employed  in 
various  branches  of  the  public  service 
has  increased  in  number  and  cost  since 
1.890.  There  has  been  in  seven  years 
an  increase  of  nearly  40  "/,,  in  the  num- 
ber of  persons  employed  in  the  branches 
of  the  public  service  included  in  this  state- 
ment, although,  rightly,  there  should 
have  been,  instead,  a  considerable  de- 
crease, since  a  great  part  of  the  respec- 
tive service  should  have  been  transferred 
to  state  and  municipal  governments. 
The  increase  in  salaries  and  wages  was 
still  greater.  In  1890  the  respective 
personnel  cost  the  country  39, 383,014$- 
189,  and  in  1897  no  less  than  107,719,- 
3Q5$o66,  the  increase  being  68,336,- 
29l$111<  or  °ver  170%,  The  cost  of 
the  personnel  in  the  war  department 
increased  from  12,000,000$  to  57,000.- 
ooo5.  or  375  %■  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  statement,  whose  publication 
is  unquestionably  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  will  be  followed  by  others  of 
a  like  character  resulting  from  useful 
investigations  that  throw  much  light  on 
the  nature  of  the  financial  problem  and 
show  where  the  work  of  solving  it 
should  commence.  We  give  the  table 
in  another  column. 


Tin-  present  situation  in  Brazil  is 
Unquestionably  one  of  great  difficulty 
and  danger,  and  to  meet  it  heroic  rem- 
edies are  undoubtedly  necessary.  Hut 
the  cure  will  be  effected,  not  by 
exhausting  the  patient,  but  by  building 
up  his  strength.  To  continue  exhaust- 
ing expenditures  and  then  to  tax  the 
country  still  more  heavily  to  meet 
them,  is  a  sure  way  to  bring  about  the 
ruin  which  everybody  is  trying  to  avoid. 
The  intention  of  Deputy  Serzedello 
may  be  thoroughly  good  and  patriotic, 
but  in  the  bill  which  he  has  just  laid 
before  congress  his  judgment  is  cer- 
tainly at  fault.  He  wishes  to  improve 
the  financial  situation,  but  to  do  this 
he  proposes  to  complicate  it  still  further, 
to  force  another  readjustment  of  the 
debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  to 
further  legalize  lottery  drawings  by 
making  them  sources  of  revenue  to  the 
state,  and  to  hoodwink  the  public  by 
setting  apart  various  uncertain  sources 
of  income  for  paying  off  national  obliga- 
tions. We  have  hitherto  entertained 
hopes  that  Deputy  Ser/edello's  expe- 
riences with  despotic  methods  of  gov- 
ernment would  render  him  more  con- 
servative in  the  future.  But  in  this  we 
Were  mistaken.  Although  he  has  him- 
self held  the  portfolio  of  finance,  he 
has  nothing  better  to  offer  us  than  a 
measure  increasing  the  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion in  a  country  where  they  are  already 
excessive.  To  the  common  mind,  the 
true  premedy  for  the  present  situation  is 
that  of  severe  retrenchment  The  coun- 
try is  spending  far  more  than  its 
income,  and  many  of  the  expenditures 
are  wholly  unnecessary  as  well  as  non- 
reproductive.  The  true  course  would 
be  to  abolish  every  one  of  these  ex- 
penditures, and  thus  bring  expenses 
within  the  national  income,  without 
adding  a  vinlrm  to  existing  taxation. 
This  would  be  true  statesmanship  as 
well  as  true  economy,  for  it  would  be 
meeting     public      obligations     without 
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exhausting  the  capital  of  the  nation. 
Deputy  Serzedello  does  not  see  this 
apparently,  for  he  would  go  on  piling 
up  taxation,  and  thus  exhausting  the 
people,  merely  to  cover  worse  than  use- 
less expenditures.  There  is  no  sense  in 
such  a  policy,  nor  even  patriotism. 

CAVIAR  fJV  BRAZIL, 
The  savoury  and  piquant  laste  of  caviar,  as 
well  as  Its  suitability  for  use  as  hors  tfauwe, 
sandwiches,  and  for  various  culinary  prepara- 
tions, is  one  of  the  most  appreciated  preserves 
among  gourmets.  Thus  writes  the  French 
consul  at  Sao  Pauto,  who  goes  on  to  say  that 
there  should  be  a  considerable  outlet  For  it  in 

his  town,  where  "fortunes  are  so  numerous, 
and  where  there  is  a  tendency,  as  much  among 
foreigners  as  among  Brazilians,  to  seek  out 
all  the  refinements  of  the  Emopean  cuisine. 
Unfortunately,  the  caviar  outlet  is  forcibly 
restrained,  in   consequence  of    the  excessive 

price  at  which  the  article   is    retailed The 

locally  consumed  caviar  is  derived  almost  ex- 
clusively from  British  or  German  houses. 
True  Russian  caviar  is  easily  told  by  the  su- 
periority of  it*  quality,  the  delicacy  and  fresh- 
ness of  the  'grain,1  which  is  very  loose,  while 
British  or  German  caviars  are  only  a  species 
of  pulp  (bouiliie)  which  has  lost  nearly  all  it: 
aroma."  The  consul  attributes  the  Bcarcitj 
of  the  true  Russian  article  to  the  fact  that 
Russia  has  nu  direct  trade  relations  with 
Brazil,  and  that"  il  is  by  way  of  Hamburg  or 
London  that  ■Russian  caviars  are  sent,  and 
they  are  stripped  of  their  original  marks  and 
supplied  with  new  British  or  German  labels.M 
In  the  consul's  opinion,  if  the  intermediary  of 
the  Britisher  and  the  Teuton  could  be  'dis- 
pensed with,  there  would  be  a  great  reduction 
in  the  retail  price  of  ravi.tr  and  a  considerable 
increase  in  its  consumption  in  Brazil.— Cham- 
her  of  Comment-  Joarn  tl,  for  August. 


BICYCLE  RfDEVG.

Hospitnl  Medical  Society  (Parisj  as  to  the  be- 
nefit or  harm  to  be  derived  from  riding  the 
bicycle,  ami  the  debate  was  all  the  more  in- 
teresting from  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
members  taking  part  in  it  themselves  had 
experience  of  the  machine  in  question.  M. 
Petit  reported  a  series  of  accidents,  and  cited 
five  recent  cases  of  death  occurring  in  persons 
either  actually  riding  or  who  had  just  left  off. 
He  concluded  that  persons  suffering  from 
-.  o-li.:-.  ,i(Ti.  ■<  »n-  ;:gtii  eih.r  to  abstain  from 
bicycling  altogether  or  at  any  rate  only  do  so 
with  the  most  extreme  moderation.  Phthisical 
people  should  for  the  most  part  abstain  alto- 
gether ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  those  predis- 
posed to  tubercle  have  in  many  instances 
derived  great  benefit,  as  have  still  more  those 
Buffering  from  certain  nervous  affections,  neu- 
rasthenia, chlorosis,  and  constipation.  Fin- 
ally, M.  Petit  reminded  the  meeting  that 
various  affections  of  the  joints  and  of  the 
genito- urinary  organs  in  both  sexes,  incom- 
pletely or  only  recently  cured,  had  been  re- 
vived or  aggravated  by  the  bicycle.  M.  Hal- 
lopeau,  replying  to  m.  Petit,  said  that  the 
bicycle,  which  was  not  a  physiological  method 
of  progression,  offered,  like  all  forms  of  athle- 
tics, both  advantages  and  disadvantages. 
These  latter  were  specially  marked  in  cardiac 
subjects  in  whom  cardiac  failure  supervened. 
In  certain  subjects  even,  when  free  from  car- 
diac disease,  riding  provoked  painful  sensa- 
tions connected  with  the  heart.  He  considered 
it  prudent  to  avoid  riding  against  head  winds 
or  up  steep  hills,  and  by  taking  this  precaution 
many  grave  actions  would  be  avoided.  Some 
people  experienced  numbness  in  the  great  toes 
during  a  prolonged  ride,  a  phenomenon  which 
M.  Hallopcau  attributed  to  the  pressure  of  the 
saddle  on  the  sciatic  nerves. — Lancet,

The  anniversary 
of  King  Oscar's  coronation  in  Norway  occurr- 
ed on  the  26th,  on  which  day  the  shipmasters 
in  port  decorated  their  ships  and  gave  a  ban- 
quet. It  is  not  generally  understood  that 
there  were  two  dates  for  this  event,  hence  the 
error  of  stating  that  the  Norwegians  particip- 
ated in  the  banquet  of  the  iSth,  which  was  a 
Swedish  anniversary. 

— It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  violence  with 
which  Senator  Gomes  de  Castrs  has  been 
assailed  will  not  deter  him  from  continuing 
to  expose  the  wretched  state  of  military  affairs 
in  Brazil.  A  large,  costly,  undisciplined  and 
inefficent  army  is  a  grievous  burden  to  the 
tax-payers  and  a  disturbing  factor  in  the 
'  financial  and  political  situation.  Of  course 
there  are  persons  interested  in  opposing  the 
reduction  and  reorganization  of  the  army  ;  but 
for  the  sake  of  the  general  welfare  their  in- 
fluence, we  trust,  will  not  be  allowed  to  pre- 
vail.

— The  August  exports  of  rubber  from  the 
Amazon  amounted  to  1,008,458  kilogrammes, 
of  which  636,258  were  for  the  United  States 
and  372,200  for  Europe. 

—  ii  What  is  needed  in  Brazil,  you  know,  is 
a  good  journal  that  will  contradict  these 
croakers  who  are  always  asserting  that  the 
country  is  not  prosperous. « —  «  Why  don't  you 
establish  such  a  journal?)!— «  Well,  you  see, 
the  times  are  so  hard  that  I  can't  get  the 
money. » 

— The  importers  of  electric  supplies  have 
addressed  a  memorandum  to  the  tariff  com- 
mission asking  that  articles  belonging  to  this 
class  of  merchandise  shall  be  properly  clas- 
sified at  the  custom-house.  The  almost  prohi- 
bitive duties  collected  under  the  present  clas- 
sification are,  they  say,  formidable  obstacles 
to  extending  the  use  of  electricity  in  Brazil. 

— We  have  been  favored  with  a  call  from 
Mr.  George  Routledge,  special  representative 
of  the  celebrated  Stephens'  inks,  who  is  visit- 
ing South  America  in  the  interests  of  that 
important  manufacturing  establishment.  The 
popularity  of  Stephens'  inks  has  led  to  many 
counterfeits,  and  it  is  Mr.  Routlcdge's  special 
business  to  ferret  them  out  and  put  a  stop  to 
the  fraud. 

—Forty  chests  of  adulterated  tea  which  had 
been  condemned  by  Inspector  Tooliey  have 
neen  burned  in  a  large  furnace  in  the  base- 
incut  of  the  Appraisers'  Building,  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  importer  having  failed  to  either  ap- 
peal from  the  inspectors'  finding  or  export  the 
stuff  at  his  own  expense,  as  required  by  the 
new  law  passed  by  Congress  and  approved  on 
March  2,  1S97.  This  is  the  first  destruction 
of  tea  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  law,— 
N.  }'.  Shipping-  /.is/,  Aug.  2i.  . 

— Some  time  ago  the  municipal  government 
of  this  city  made  a  contract  with  Manoel 
Gomes  de  OHveira  for  supplying  butchers' 
shops  with  fresh  beef  at  500  reis  a  kilo.  Re- 
cently, however,  the  municipal  council  altered 
the  contract  so  as  to  permit  the  contractor  to 
adopt  a  sliding  scale  of  prices  varying,  with 
fluctuations  in  exchange,  from  300  reis  to 
1^200.  As  this  alteration  is  equivalent  to  a 
new  contract,  made  without  previously  calling 
for  tenders,  the  prefect  of  the  Federal  District 
has  very  properly  vetoed  the  resolution  of  the 
council,  which,  as  he  says,  would,  if  executed, 
give  the  contractor  an  odious  monopoly  and 
increase,  for  his  benefit,  the  cost  of  an  almost 
indispensable  article  of  food. 


Coffee   notes 


BUSINESS  Notes 

—The  government  of  Paraguay  has  denoun- 
ced its  commercial  treaty  with  Brazil. 

—The  directors  of  the  British  Bank  of  South 
America  have  declared  a  dividend  on  account 
of  the  current  year  of  3  per  cent. 

—The  municipality  of  Santos  has  had  the 
unoccupied  ground  belonging  to  the  Carmo 
monastery  disappropriated  for  public  uses,  it 
having  been  decided  to  erect  a  public  market 
there. 

— We  are  again  approaching  the  hot  season, 
when  precautions  are  necessary  to  avoid  fevers, 
Our  readers  should  remember  that  Murray's 
fluid  magnesia  is  now  manufactured  in  the 
country,  hence  there  is  no  need  of  buying 
imitations, 

— Arrangements  have  been  finally  completed 
for  the  introduction  of  Japanese  colonists  into 
the  state  of  Sao  Paulo.  The  firm  of  I'iorita  & 
Co.,  which  has  been  so  long  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  Italian  laborers,  has  under- 
taken to  bring  them  out. 

— The  president  of  the  Banco  do  Comtiiercio 
reports  transactions  for  the  year  ended  on  the 
30th  of  last  June  to  the  amount  of  228,039,- 
551(902,  on  which  the  bank's  profit  was 
1>757>9>3t7$9-  The  dividends  declared,  at  the 
rate  of  8  per  cent  per  annum,  amounted  to 
1,088,000$. 


—TheDiario  Popular  of  Sao  Paulo  is  in- 
formed that  the  recent  drouth  caused  consider- 
able injury  to  the  blossom  on  the  coffee  plant- 
ations in  the  western  districts  of  that  state. 

—A  Campinas  (S.  Paulo)  telegram  of  the 
23rd  says  that  it  had  been  raining  there  for 
two  days,  This  means  a  welcome  break  in 
the  drouth  which  was  reported  to  be  damaging 
the  coffee  plantations. 

—We  must  not  he  expected  to  tell  planters 
how  they  can  get  better  prices  for  their  coffee, 
but  we  can  give  them  other  information  equally 
valuable.  If  they  can  induce  the  general 
state  and  municipal  governments  to  make  a 
reduction  of  100,000,000$  in  their  useless  ex- 
penditure, the  effect  will  be  equivalent  to  a  rise 
of  several  mil  reis  per  arroba  in  the  price  of 
the  principal  product  of  Brazil.

—The  Diana,  of  S.  Carlos  do  Piuhal,  Sao 
Paulo,  says  that  with  the  prices  of  coffee  at 
8$  and  9$  per  ten  kilos,  the  crop  deficient, 
wages  the  same  as  when  coffee  brought  25$  the 
arroba,  and  a  prospect  of  a  crop  failure  for  the 
coming  year,  the  outlook  for  the  coffee  planter 
is  not  at  all  encouraging.  Many  planters  are 
prophesying  absolute  ruin  because  the  189S 
crop  will  be  a  failure.  This  picture  is  evidently 
too  sombre  ;  the  coffee  planter  is  not  in  so  bail 
a  condition. 

—Judge  Addison  Brown,  in  the  United 
States  district  court,  yesterday  handed  down 
an  opinion  in  the  libel  filed  by  Julius  stein- 
wender  and  others,  Ehnenhorst  and  others 
and  Crossmanand  others  — consolidated  libels 
—  against  the  steamship  Mexican  Prince,  and 
John  C.  Seager  to  recover  $  36,500  for  damages 
to  965  bags  of  coffee  shipped  at  Riode  Janeiro 
for  New  York.  The  damage  had  been  caused 
by  water  from  one  of  the  Steamship's  tanks 
it  was  claimed  through  neglect  of  proper  at- 
tention to  one  of  the  valves.  Judge  llrown 
Said  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  damage  was 
covered  by  the  exemptions  of  the  third  section 
of  the  Harter  Act,  and  he  therefore  dismissed 
the  libels  with  costs.—  .V.  )'.  Journal  of  Com- 
merce, August  25. 


Financial  Notes 

— The  police  at  Campinas,  Sao   Paulo,  are 

now  trying  to  check  the  issue  of  vales  in  that 
city  which  circulate  as  fractional  currency. 

—The  cai.ra  da  amortisdfho  is  about  to 
begin  substituting  the  outstanding  issues  of 
banknotes  with  new  notes  of  the  treasury.    The 

first  substitutions  will   be  those  of  the  500$, 
2005  and  100$  notes. 

— A  bill  has  been  presented  to  the  Ceard 
state  assembly  authorizing  the  state  govern- 
ment to  loan  eight  hundred  contos  to  some 
bank,  which  shall  in  turn  loan  it  out  to  needy 
industries  for  long  periods  and  at  a  low  rate 
of  interest, 

— If  congress  could  see  and  appreciate  the 
distrust  abroad  in  regard  to  Brazilian  finan- 
ces, perhaps  it  would  then  be  possible  to  decide 
upon  some  measure  of  real  economy.  The 
fact  is,  Brazil  is  spending  much  more  than  her 
income,  and  the  investor  knows  it. 

— The  Junta  administrdliva  of  the  redemp- 
tion bureau  has  resolved  to  extend  to  July  189S 
the  time  for  the  gratuitous  exchange  of  out- 
standing banknotes.  Why  not  facilitate  this 
exchange  by  instructing  all  public  depart- 
ments to  retain  all  such  notes  and  send  them 
in  for  redemption  ? 

— The  governor  of  the  slate  of  Espirito 
Santo  in  his  last  message  recognizes  tin*  exis- 
tence of  a  ('terrible  general  crisis,  11  which, 
he  says,  is  producing  financial  difficulties 
throughout  the  whole  country.  As  we  slated 
last  year,  when  we  had  occasion  to  refer  to 
some  of  the  effects  of  this  crisis,  it  is  useless 
to  attempt  lo  conceal  it .  And  this  now  seems 
to  be  the  general  opinion,  even  among  those 
who  at  that  time  assailed  us  for  telling  the 
truth. 

—The  revenue  of  the  state  of  Espirito  Santo 
for  1896  had  been  estimated  at  4,092, 174$,  but 
the  amount  actually  collected  was  only  3,875.- 
02l$49T,  The  expenditure  amounted  to  5,- 
124,691^197,  the  deficit,  consequently,  being 
l, 249,669^706.  During  the  first  half  of  the 
present  year  the  receipts  amounted  to  1,612,- 
0301141  and  the  disbursements  to  1,105,793$- 
016.  This,  however,  does  not  embrace  the 
whole  of  the  revenue  and  expenditure  for  the 
half  year,  since  full  returns  of  the  former  had 
not  been  received  when  the  statement  was 
made,  and  there  were  still  accounts  to  be  paid, 
including  interest  on  the  foreign  debt,  to  the' 
amount  of  480,000$. 

—The  budget  bill  now  under  discussion  in 
the  stale  assembly  of  Minns  Geraes  estimates 
the  receipts  for  1 898  at  1 9.532.66o$  and  fixes  the 
expenditures  at  1 9-529i 379?^.^'-  Of  the  re- 
ceipts, 15,000,0005  are  to  lie  from  export  du- 
ties, 1,350,000$  from  the  ^consumption  tax  » 
levied  on  imports,  and  r,l8o,00Q$  from  stamp 
taxes.  Among  the  principal  expenditures 
are  :  state  police  3,014,963$,  courts  of  justice 
1,640,0005,  primary  instruction  2,400,200,*,  in- 
terest and  amortization  of  the  funded  debt 
4,212,3:75250,  public  works 800,000$,  etc.  The 
important  item  of  subventions  and  interest 
guarantees  is  omitted,  but  the  governor  is 
authorized  to  satisfy  such  obligations  by  means 
of  loans. 

—Correcting  figures  published  in  the  Paig, 
a  writer  in  the  Gaacla  de  tVoh'cias  says  that 
the  government  of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto 
had  at  its  disposal  resources  amounting  to 
1,030,000,0005.  It  completely  exhausted  those 
resources  and  moreover  left  to  its  successor 
liabilities  amounting  to  100,000,000$.  Thus, 
according  lo  the  writer's  figures,  in  three 
years  that  disastrous  administration  squan- 
dered 1, 130,000,000$,  leaving  the  couutrv  in 
such  an  exhausted  condition  that  the  financial 
situation,  as  was  to  be  expected,  has  steadily 
grown  worse.  And  there  can  be  no  cauwe 
to  hope  for  improvement  until  confidence  is 
restored  and  tile  people  become  convinced 
that  there  is  no  longer  any  danger  of  a  return 
to  the  politicaland  financial  anarchy  which 
characterized  the  administration  of  '.Marshal 
no  Peixoto. 


—The  last  report  of  the  secretary  of  finance 
of  the  state  of  Mitias  Geraes  shows  that  the 
revenue  of  the  state  for  1895  amounted  to 
20,456, oo9$366.  The  ordinary  expenditure 
amounted  to  T4,3I3,547$459  and  the  extraordi- 
nary to  13, 755, 843^188,  making  a  total  of 
28,o69,39o$947.  The  incomplete  returns  for 
1896  contained  in  the  report  show  receipts  to 
the  amount  of  19,419,372^551  and  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  ordinary  expenditure 
amounting  lo  15,797,744^998. 

— The  Paiz  has  published  figures  intended 
to  show  that,  although  President  Prndente  de 
Moraes  during  three  years  of  his  administra- 
tion has  had  at  his  disposal  resotiresauiounting 
t-o  1,326,399,000$,  while  those  at  Marshal  Flo- 
riano Peixoto's  disposal,  in  a  similar  period, 
amounted  to  only  871,905,508$,  yet  under  the 
former's  wasteful  administration  the  financial 
situation,  instead  of  improving,  has  constantly 
grown  worse.  The  statement  may  be  true, 
but,  when  made  without  explanation,  it  is 
manifestly  unjust  to  the  present  head  of  the 
government,  who  when  he  took  office  found  a 
situation  constantly  growing  worse  under  the 
influence  of  deleterious  factors  created  during 
the  administration  of  his  predecessor.  Sur- 
rounded by  the  hitter's  followers,  with  whom 
for  reasons  best  known  to  himself  he  chose  to 
contemporise  and  by  whom  his  most  patriotic 
resolutions  were  invariably  thwarted,  he  was, 
of  course,  unable  to  adopt  a  sound  and  consis- 
tent financial  policy.  He  has  now,  however, 
broken  definitely,  it  seems,  with  his  perni- 
cious allies  and,  if  he  finds  in  the  country 
sufficient  patriotism  to  give  him  the  requisite 
support,  he  will,  we  venture  to  hope,  take  steps 
for|  overcoming  the  financial  difficulties  for 
which  be  apparently  has  no  responsihiliy 
beyond  that  of  having  been  hitherto  powerless 
to  check  their  growth. 


A  STRr/CING  COMPARISON, 
The  Jomul  do  Commcrcio  of  the  24th  inst. 
publishes  the  following  striking  comparison 
between  the  expenses  on  the  personnel  of  the 

various  public  departments  in  1890  and  1897. 
The  figures  cover  salaries,  gratifications,  uni- 
forms and  rations  of  officials,  employes,  sol- 
diers and  laborers,  for  whom  provisions  are 
made  in  Hit:  annual  budgets,  A  great  part  of 
the  increased  cost  is  of  course  counterbalanced 
by  the  depreciation  of  the  currency.  The 
table  is  as  follows  :

—  On  the  23rd  inst.,  Deputy  Serzedelto 
presented  a  bill  designed  to  improve  the  finan- 
cial situation.  The  bill  authorizes  a  5  per  cent, 
guarantee  on  the  £5, 000, 000 'which  the  govern- 
ment asks  for  the  Central  railway,  and  also 
an  increase  in  the  freight  rates.  It  provides 
for  the  conversion  of  the  4  per  cent,  gold 
apolkes.  into  5  per  cent,  currency,  on  a  two 
mouths  notice.  For  the  redemption  of  paper 
money,  it  sets  apart  ^2,500,000  from  the  sum 
received  for  the  Central  railway,  a  lo  per  cent, 
additional  tax  on  all  imposts  for  ten  years,  the 
revenue  from  the  apolices  in  the  treasury  to 
guarantee  bank  issues,  the  revenue  from  the 
apolices  received  from  the  Banco  da  Republica. 
budget  balances  and  appropriations,  the  net 
product  of  two  great  annual  lotteries.  After 
exchange  has  risen  to  20.L  the  government 
will  withdraw  all  notes  under  10$,  substituting 
silver.  After  it  lias  reached  iSd.,  one  third 
the  import  duties  wll  be  collected  in  gold. 
The  forced  legal  tender  of  treasury  notes 
will  cease  on  January  1,  1907,  after  which  the 
200,000,000$  then  111  circulation,  will  be  con- 
vertible into  gold. 


The  above,  of  course,  contains  only  the 
amounts  asked  for  in  the  annual  budgets,  and 
does  not  include  deficiency  and  special  appro, 
priations,  which  in  the  war  department  would 
considerably  swell  the  total,  For  some  in- 
explicable reason  the  important  department  of 
industry,  communications  and  public  works  is 
not  included  in  the  table.  This  department, 
which  employs  many  men  and  spends  large 
sums  of  money,  would  undoubtedly  increase 
the  gap  between  the  two  years.
